SUMMARY OF FINDINGS

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Conmunlcatlons as a guide for New York State schools. These standards 
have been enthusiastically accepted as a general guide to improved pro- 
grams. There have been some indications that the standards are unreal- 
istically high. Since standards can be considered a form of leadership 
it is important that the greatest number of districts follow this leader- 
ship and make the greatest overall improvement in their programs. Stand- 
ards that are realistic for the affluent village are usually too high for 
the small district having limited resources. All school districts wish 
to equal or exceed districts similar to their own.

School districts were ranked on staff, budgets and each medium to 
provide a means of comparing program development with other school dis- 
tricts and as a means of comparing development of various media within 
the program. All results were expressed as percentiles for ease of com- 
parison. A study of these results shows that a district ranking high in 
development of one medium tends to rank high in others. Special funds 
for one medium, such as television, may cause that medium to rank higher 
than other parts of the program. Large cities tend to rank near the 50th 
percentile since they include affluent as well as deprived areas. An 
analysis should be made of individual schools in large cities. These 
figures indicate which aspects of a media program need development. 

Percentile ranking scales for each medium, staff and funds are in- 
cluded at the end of this section. 
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Progm Adequacy 

In addition to reporting current etetue reepondente were eeked to 
Indicate how much ataff, equlpuent, naterlaU and funda 
to provide an adequate program at the time of the aurvey. Thl. gave m 
Indication of the need for educational coroinlcatlona laaterlala and aer- 
vicea. It also gave an indication of reasonable goals.

These results indicate that the greatest need is for professional 
•nd nonprofessional staff. In addition it is clear that there is great 
need for overhead projectors, television receivers and ownership of 16m. 
films. The average increase for an adequate program calls for a doubling 
of the present program. If the areas of great need are omitted ^«cause 
they are special or developing programs it is clear that school districts 
feel that a 54 percent increase in program strength would approac an 
adequate level. 

If a 104 percent increase were obtained districts would then find 
the level for an adequate program would have increased. The 
well as the deprived school feel that an increase would be desirable. A 
reasonabJe incLase is generally felt to be no more than 104 percent above 

present levels. 

Percent of the Needs for Educational Communications Being Met 

Directors of Educational Communications were asked to indicate *‘what 

percent of the basic demand for educational *5^ 

you able to provide with current funds and personnel? This informat 
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would indicate the extent of increase in program that was reasonable and 
practical. The average percent for all districts was 63.6 percent . There- 
fore, a 57 percent increase in services would be required to meet the basic 
needs for educational communications services. However, an analysis of 
data indicated that school districts with excellent programs were still 
meeting only 63.6 percent of basic demand. This indicates that demand 
increases at the same rate as the program increases with no indication of 
saturation as a program improves. 

The Adequacy of DAVI-N.Y. Standards 

Standards that are too low do not lead the good schools into better 
programs. Standards that are too high may be unrealistic and not readily 
attainable. Standards that are not based upon the current status of pro- 
grams and rate of growth are not likely to gain solid acceptance. 

The collected data indicates that only a small percentage of school 
districts meet the basic and advanced DAVI-N.Y. Standards.

These data are relatively consistent in that only a few percent of 
school districts meet basic standards and virtually none meet the advanced 
standards. The notable exception is 16mm. projector availability which 
has much lower standards than the others. 



Thefte data refer to the status of school districts in 1966. Each 
year there is growth in the availability of each medium. Overhead pro- 
jectors may increase by 50 percent per year and filmstrip projectors by 
10 percent. Exact figures are not readily available but will affect 
establishment of standards.

Generally teacher-to-equipment ratios appear to have changed little 
in the 5 year period with the exception of overhead projectors which 
became nearly eight times as numerous. These figures probably show that 
no rapid change in teacher- equipment ratios should be expected. The 
methods for obtaining the above data are not directly co 05 >arable and 
errors of various types are Involved. They are valuable only as a general 

guide. 



CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 

DAVI-N.Y. standards are not as likely to exert a positive influence 
upon the development of educational communications programs as are 
percentile ranking of school districts. The specificity and realism of 
percentile ranking should be more acceptable than the generalized DAVI-N.Y. 
standards which far exceed the ability of almost all districts to attain. 
Percentile ranking is somewhat more difficult to understand and apply. 
Experience will indicate the relative value of each method of providing an 
incentive to develop better programs. 

There is an urgent need for additional staff both professional and 
nonprofessional. There is also a need for program development in overhead 
projection, television reception and film libraries. The current programs 
in educational communications can be doubled to meet current needs. 

School districts should be notified of their percentile ranking on 
various aspects of their educational communications program and a recommen- 
dt.tion made of levels to be attained. 

School districts in other states may rank their programs with consider- 
able confidence on the percentile scales provided.

SUBJECT; Quantitative Audiovisual Standards 



The Division has been aware of the need for audiovisual guidelines. 
Many studies have been undertaken resulting in proposed standards. The 
most recent, most complete, and most appropriate have been one ^ 

Gene Paris and Mendel Sherman, under the auspices of the United S a 
Office of Education. These standards have been studied by the Association 
of Chief State School AV Officers, the Department of Audiovisual Instruc- 
tion - NEA, and_ various State Education Department personnel. 

Many factors are involved in determining standards in any field. It 
should be noted that the attached standards are divided into two categor- 
ies: basic and advanced providing guidelines for AV personnel, materials 

and equipment. Because of the rapid changes in curriculum, building design 
and technology, any set of standards necessarily must be reviewed, re- 
evaluated and rewritten from time to time; such is our intent. The 
attached Quantitative Standards for Audiovisual Personnel, Equipment and 
Materials will be revised as the need becomes apparent. 



After close examination, the Division of Educational Communications 
of the New York State Education Department has adopted these standards 
which will provide the basis for the evaluation of audiovisual programs. 
We suggest that local school units apply these standards in order to de- 
termine the relative success of their programs.

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PERSONNEL GUIDELINES (ELEMENTARY AND SECONDARY EDUCATION) 



In schools with 15 teachers or less — h time audiovisual specialist 

In schools with 16. to 30 teachers — 1 full time audiovisual specialist 

Add one audiovisual specialist for each additional 40 teachers or major 
fraction thereof* 

One, or the equivalent, semi professional assistant (technician, graphic 
artist, clerk, photographer, etc*) for each 30 teachers* 

In schools where audiovisual and library responsibilities are combined, 
(the instructional materials concept), the amount of staff required will 
be determined by adding the above audiovisual requirements to the person- 
nel standards for libraries set by the American Library Association. The 
first specialist hired should be an instructional materials specialist 
with training in both audiovisual instruction and librarianship. 

Every multiple unit school district with at least one high school and
